We believe Mr. Lawton told the 
truth as far as he knew, and there 
was no intention to deceive on the 
part of any one. The facts are that 
other children were added to these 
belong ing ' to Miss Prouty ’s school, 
and there was one child on the g round 
with consumption and three with 
open, running sores. 
ITad the board 
of directors known this the g rounds 
would have been denied them thoug h 
they had arrived at the g ate 
As to this y ear, tjie matter was dis­ 
cussed in board meeting , but ro action 
was taken. There were no objections 
as there was no knowledg e that there 
were diseased children on the g rounds 
last y ear. 
Mr. Lawton blames the 
board for not finding it out sooner. 
He well knew our req uirements—that 
the children be healthy . 
If|he knew 
the facts he should have informed the 
board, and he would have received a 
no at onoe. 
The m atter was broug ht 
to the attention of the board by 
patrons of the Assembly , say ing that 
they could not patronize the Assem­ 
bly if we permitted persons with 
tuberculosis and running sores to oc­ 
cupy tents and building s on t e g rund. 
On investig ating the board learned 
for the first time th at such children 
had been on the g rounds last y ear. 
Tney promptly took action and noti­ 
fied Mr. Lawton at once that the 
children could not be admitted to the 
g rounds.

Dr. Ridlon’s stat ement refers to the 
children of Miss Prouty ’s school, and 
not to the diseased children g athered 
up from outside sou.ces such as were 
present last y ear. Neither Dr. Ridlon 
nor any other worthy phy sician would 
make such a statement as q uoted in 
Mr. Lawton’s letter, in Friday ’s pa­ 
pers, reg arding such children as were 
present on the Assembly g rounds last 
y ear. No money could induce him to 
permit his children to sleep in tents 
or ming le with children thus afflicted. 
If Miss Prouty bad ^broug ht children 
from the school only , such as we take 
for g ranted Dr. Ridlon in his emin­ 
ence would pronounce safe and proper, 
there would have been no difficulty . 
But the facts are, that in the face of 
every precaution by the Asssembly 
board, and a definite ag reement on 
the part of Mr. Lawton that none but 
htalthy children should be presented 
for the entertainment of the Dix on 
people, the contract was violated by 
bring ing the diseased children referred 
to 
Call up y our phy sician and ask 
him whether he would advise persons 
to sleep in tents used by children 
afflicted with tuberculosis and other 
iDfectuous and contag eous diseases. 
We believe 
t h a t the individual 
members of the Board of Assembly 
Directors do as much as the averag e 
for charity . 
But it must be 
remembered that 
patrons of the Assembly came bere 
for an outing for entertainment and 
some to reg ain health and do not care 
to ex pcse themselve to disease g erms. 


The board must alway s look first to 
the welfare of the Assembly .

Nothing is so funny—to the joker—as 
the developm ent of a practical joke or 
hoax , and the most learned are som e­ 
tim es fooled In this way, to their greet 
discomfiture. 
An am using hoax w as 
perpetrated on the learned memb ers of 
the D um fries A ntiquarian society of 
London, when an allegi*d Greek chann, 
said to litre b een taken from the dead 
b ody h i a Bedouin, w as presented for 
their Inspection and udm iratlon. 
It 
w as said to have b een an heirloom fix 
the Bedouin's funa^y for many centu­ 
ries and consisti*4 of a scrap of skin on 
which w as trausW ib ed a m ysterious 
legend. 
It was circulated qmong the 
m em b ers of the august b ody of the An 
tiqoarian society until it fell Into the 
hands of Dr. Sample, who, uinld much 
am usem ent, deciphered the hieroglyph 
les as “Old Bob Ridley, O.” the refrain 
of an old song. 
One of the b est of these jokes w as 
practiced w ith considerab le success b y 
an eighteenth century wit, who pro­ 
fessed to hare unearthed an ancient 
mem orial slab on which this epitaph 
w as Just decipherab le; 
BE N E A. TH. TH. ISST. 
ONERE. POS ET 
H. CLAUD, CDS TER. TRIP 
E. SELERG, F IMP. 
IN. GT. ONAS. DO. 
TH. HI. B.C. 
ON. S D R . T J . A. N. E 
In vain did archaeologists and lln 
guists rack their b rains to find a solu 
tlou of this cryptic inscription, which 
Its discoverer “hum b ly dedicated to 
the penetrating geniuses of Ox ford, 
Cam b ridge, Eton and the learned So­ 
ciety of A ntiquaries,” and It w as only 
when It had driven the cleverest men 
In England alm ost out of their w its 
that the following reading was sug­ 
gested b y the hoax er: “Beneath this 
stone reposeth \d a ud Coster, tripe sell­ 
er, of Im plngton, as doth Ills consort 
Jane.” 
That, too, was a clever, If rather 
heartless, 
Joke which Steevens, the 
tohakespenre scholar, played on Gough, 
known to posterity as the author of 
“Sepulchral M onuments.” 
Gough had 
criticised a draw ing b y Steevens ra­ 
ther mercilessly, and the lutter forth- 
1 w ith planned a revenge which should 
hold up antiquity to ridicule. 
Procur­ 
ing a flat piece of stone, he scratched 
' on it, in Anglo-Sax on characters, the 
Inscription, “Here H ardcnut drank a 
i w lnehorn dry, stared ab out him and 
died,” and had it ex posed in a shop 
which Gough was in the hab it of visit­ 
ing. 
A few days later Gough called at the 
shop, saw the slab , which, he w as told, 
had b een found *.n K ennlngton lane on 
the supposed site of H ardlcauute's pal­ 
ace, and, overjoyed at hi9 good fortune, 
carried It off in trlmmph as a discovery 
of rare antiquarian value. 
He showed 
It with pride to his fellow memb ers of 
the Society of A ntiquaries, a paper 
w as w ritten on it, a learned discussion 
followed and the inscription w as pub - 
' lished In the G entlem an’s Magazine. 
Steevens’ trium ph w as complete when 
he took the pub lic Into his secret and 
I laughed with them, b ut w hat his vic- 
j tlm ’s feelings and language were It 
would not have b een possib le to ex ­ 
press in prin t 
Som ething over fifty years ago the 
ingenuity of antiquarians was tested 
b y a legend faintly traced on a tim e 
worn slab of stone which, so its dis­ 
coverer said, had b een unearthed d ur­ 
ing some ex cavations In Cum b erland. 
This w as the Inscription: 
TH ISI. BAHAR. DNTJ . TOC. RA 
C K 
B ut w hat language was It and w hat 
could It m ean? 
The accepted opinion 
was that the legend referred In some 
way to H ardlCanute or H ardnut, b ut 
b eyond 
that

even 
was 
dumb , until the w icked Joker had the 
effrontery to confess that he him self 
had chiseled the Inscription, of which 
the true translation w as: 
“Tills Is a 
b ard out to crack.” 
And so It w as.—
